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Track and Wheelbase of Cars 
Convey : ‘Danger of 
Slipping Clutches 


, 
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: What These Terms . Should 
Opening Of-Side Doors. 


That Run in Oil. 


HE térms wheelbase and track are 
dimensions applied to automobiles of 
which motorists in general have but a 
very hazy idea. Yet the term wheelbase 
is a far more useful guide to the size. 
weight and space of a body of a car than 
the term horse-power. The usual method 
of describing cars by their somewhat 
artificial horse-power rating is misleading, 
in view of the fact that the modern 
tendency is to provide a choice of engines 
in chassis’ which otherwise are almost 
identical, 

As an example, take a number of 
medium-sized cars, all having a wheel- 
base of between 9 feet 6 inches and 10 
feet, the ratings of which may vary accord- 
ing to the engine size, betweén limits as 
far apart as 14 h.p. and 24 h.p. The 
body and the general size of the car 1s 
practically the same in each case, yet 
people automatically think of a 24 h.p. 
car as necessarily being much bigger than 
the 14 h.p. car. While the rating is 
neturally useful in giving an idea of the 
size and power of the engine, and as 
showing the tax which is payable, it 
should be limited to these purposes, and 
should not be taken as a guide to car 
dimensions, 


GUIDE TO SIZE AND WEIGHT. 


Another advantage in getting to know 
what the term wheelbase means is that it 
gives a good idea of the overall length 
of the car, which is often of great im- 
portance when one’s garag: accommoda. 
tion is limited. Similarly, although to a 
lesser degree, the track is a useful dimen- 
sion to bear in mind, as it is a measure 
of the overall width of the car, and in 
addition gives an idea of the internal 
dimensions of the coachwork. The wheel- 
base and track are invariably stated in 
the manufacturers’ specification, and the 
following average figures will show how 
they vary in car types that are popular 
to-day. 


WHEELBASE AND TRACKS OF 
VARIOUS TYPES. 


In the case of the baby car that pro- 
vides accommodation for two people, with 
‘emergency seating for additional pas- 
sengers, the wheelbase varies from 6 feet 
5 inches to 7 feet, while the track is 
usually 34 feet or, perhaps, slightly 
less. These dimensions may be taken 
as the minimum size to which a body 
can be usefully built. Next in order is 
the full four-seater economy car, which is 
ingeniously fitted to a chassis of small 
dimensions, the minimum wheelbase em- 
ployed being 7 feet 6 inches, and the 
maximum nearly 8 feet. In this case, 
also, the track is limited to three and a 
half feet, or thereabouts.’ A third class 
embraces the 10 h.p. four-cylinder models, 
and the small six-cylinder cars rated at 
12 h.p. In each case the bodywork is 
much of the same size, and the wheel- 
base ranges from 8 to 9 feet, and the 
track usually about 4 feet. The over- 
all lengths of such cars are generally 3 
to 44 feet longer than the wheelbase, 
while the overall width may be taken to 
be a foot greater than the track. Four 
adults find adequate room in such a type 
of body, and five can be squeezed in in an 
emergency. 

In the car that provides for the carrying 
of three people in the rear seat a great 
variety of engine powers is available, 
ranging from 15 h.p. to 24 h.p. The high- 
powered examples are mostly of  trans- 


Atlantic origin, but there is a growing | 


number of British cars rated at 20 h.p., 
which appeal to those who appreciate, 
and are prepared to pay for, extra power. 
The wheelbase of this class of vehicle 
varies from 94 to 10 feet, and the track 
is generally the standard dimension of 4 
feet 8 inches. The overall length may 
be enything from 4 to 54 feet longer than 
the wheelbase, and the width one foot 
greater than the track. In the next 
larger type of cars, over 25 h.p, rating, 
the wheelbase ranges from 10 to almost 
13 feet for the very longest and most 
costly types,, and in order to provide 
wider bodies the track is as much as 5 
fee wide, in some cases more, and the 
overall length of the cars exceed the 
wheelbase measurement by, approxi- 
mately, 5 feet. Manufacturers, however, 
endeavour to use a moderate wheelbase 
and track in order to reduce weight and 


cost. 
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OFF-SIDE DOORS: NECESSARY 
PRECAUTIONS. 


Motorists cannot be too careful when 
opening the off-side doors of their cars. 
Experience teaches that it is best to use 
them as seldom as possible. when on the 
road, although this is not always con- 
venient, because it may necessitate dis- 
turbing the passenger at the driver's side. 

Some drivers are very thoughtless in 
the use of the off-side door, and it is not 
unusual to find it open while the driver 
is attending to something, This, if the 
car is in a narrow road, causes incon- 
venience to drivers of passing vehicles. 
The greatest danger of all is when the 
motorist flings the door open without 
taking the precaution of looking to see if 
there is anything on the road behind the 
car. At an inquest held recently it was 
revealed that a motorist stopped and 
suddenly flung open the off-side door. A 
motor cyclist was coming: from behind, 
and another vehicle was approaching from 
the opposite direction. The unfortunate 
qr ctias, who had no chance. of doing any- 
thing to save himself, crashed into the 
door of the car and was thrown to the 
ground, sustaining fata] injuries. Before 
an off-side door is fully opened the driver 
should be definitely sure that no vehicle 
is approaching from behind, and the door 
should on no account be left open longer 
than is necessary. 


SLIPPING CLUTCHES. 


A considerable number of cars is in use 
in which the clutch runs in oil, auto- 
matically ee from the engine, and 
any excess of oil drains back into the 
sump. In cars so fitted it is essential to 
have any tendency towards clutch slij 
immediately rectified. If the clutch is 
allowed to slip for any considerable period 
of time, the cork inserts gradually wear 
away, which results in fine cork dust 
mixing with the oil, a large proportion of 
which is carried through to the engine. It 
sometimes happens that a car is allowed to 
remain in service with a slipping clutch 
until the cork inserts have become badly 
worn. In such case, unless explicit in- 
structions are given to the garage carryin 
out the repairs to remove the sump an 
thoroughly cleanse the bearings and the 
lubrication system of every trace of cork 
dust, serious trouble is likely to develop 
before long through the oil ways and pipes 
becoming choked. 

Even if the slipping has been rectified 
before the inserts were sufficiently worn 
to necessitate renewing them, it is advis- 
able to have both clutch and the sump 
drained and flushed out with a couple of 
pints of thin oil (not paraffin) before re- 
filling with fresh oil. These cork inserts 
are capable of giving very long service if 
properly treated, having the advantage of 
providing an extremely sweet pick-up. 
Slipping is only likely to occur if a driver 
makes undue use of the clutch and 
neglects the adjustment thereof 
lengthy periods. 


ALPINE MOTOR TRIALS. 


In the International Alpine Motor 
Trials, which have just concluded, the 
Armstrong Siddeley cars which competed 
won three of the highest individual 
awards. This event takes the form of a 
high-speed six days’ tour through Ger- 
many, Austria, Switzerland and France, 
and includes the ascent and descent of 
thirty of the most formidable passes in 
the Alps and Dolomites, and is an all- 
round test of endurance, speed, springing 
and braking. The innumerable zig-zags 
encountered necessitated constant gear- 
changing and very rapid acceleration and 
deceleration, which subjects the transmis- 
sion system to the greatest stresses. The 
self-changing Armstrong Siddeleys com- 
pleted this trying course, which takes as 
much out of a car as several years’ run- 
ning in ordinary service, without the loss 
of a single mark. The test verifies the 
claim that the self-changing gear is cap- 
able of standing up to the severest touring 
conditions and can be. umplicitly trusted.

[he City Editor of the Financial News 
es:—The City issuing houses have 
‘red the impression that the embargo on 

ssues is unlikely to be raised before the 
lle of next month, and that, even then, 
raising will be only partial, permitting 
ding or ** conversion’ issues to be made, 
t not allowing applications for new money. 
reasons are givea for the prolongment 
of the ban. The first is that the high success 
of War Loan conversion has left a large 
lume of undigested “ Assented’ stock 
nging over the market. Many holders of 
War Loan converted their holdings on more 
or less patriotic grounds, but intended selling 
the ‘‘ Assented ” stock, in order to re-invest 
at a higher rate of interest. The holdings of 
these investors are now weighing on the 
market. There is no pressure to sell, but 
there is sufficient evidence of willing sellers 
to keep the market “soft.” The second 
eason for maintaining the ban is less direct. 
There are grounds for believing that the 
British delegation at Ottawa. has found the 
present very favourable level of interest rates 
in London a bargaining point of considerable 
weight. Both Australia and Canada have 
loans maturing in London and elsewhere in 
the near, and relatively near, future, and both 
are anxious to be assured of securing all the 
benefit they can from the present low interest 
rate. The British delegation is believed to 
have offered to do all it can to facilitate re- 
funding or conversion operations by the 
Dominions, provided that reasonable conces- 
sions will be made for the entry of British 
goods to Empire markets.

Ingredients.—2-3lb, of windfall apples, i 


A PPLES often fall from the trees before 


int of water, 4-60z. of brown sugar, 
emon, 2 cloves, 4 pint of custard, cochinea 
Method.—Wash or wipe the apples, cut 
them in quarters (without peeling or coring), 
pat them into a pan with the water the 
thinly peeled rind of the lemon and the 
cloves. _ Bring to the boil and simmer gently 
until the apples are tender. Remove the 
cloves and rub the apples through a sieve. 
Re-heat the puree with the sugar, add the 
custard, which may be made with powder 
or eggs, colour with cochineal, and put the 
mixture into a glass dish or into enstard cups 
or wine glasses. If a more elaborate sweet 
be desired, put a spoonful of whipped cream 
on the top of each glass and decorate with 
chopped nuts, or half a glace cherry, 


Apple Conde. 


Ingredients.—1 pint of apple puree, oz. 
of gelatine, cochineal or carmine, 1 gill of 
whipped cream, glace cherries, 4 gill of 
water. 

Method.—Make a puree of windfall appre’: 
as directed in apple fool. Melt- the gelatine 
in the water, and strain it into the apple 
puree. Colour with cochineal, and when cold 
put it into a border mould, and leave in a 
cold place until set. Turn out, and fill the 
centre with whipped cream, sweetened to 
taste, and flavoured with vanilla. 

Nore.—If desired, the stiffiy whipped 
white of an egg may be added to the cream 
after whipping the latter, Stir them lightly 
together. 


Apple Conserve. 


Ingredients.—4]b. of windfall apples, 1 
pint of water. To each pint of apple pulp 
allow 4!b. of sugar, 2 inches ot stick cinna- 


mon, 

Method.—Wipe the apples, cut them 
into quarters without peeling or coring 
them, put them into a pan with the water 
and cinnamon, and boil to a pulp. Remove 
the cinnamon, and rub the apples through a 
sieve. Measure and return the puree to the 
pan, add the requisite amount of sugar, stir 
until the sugar has melted, then boil fast for 
30 minutes, gp constantly. Put it into 
dry warm jars, and cover like jam. 
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Date Scones. 


Stone and chop two dozen dates with two 
ounces of raisins or sultanas. Mix well the 
yolks of two eggs and three-quarters of a 
pint of milk. Then stir in the fruit, followed 
by, six ounces of flour, in which two heaping 
teaspoonsful of baking powder have been 
mixed. Beat the mixture thoroughly, and 


when all the ingredients are well mixed stir 


{ in lightly the whites of the two eggs beaten 
| to a stiff froth. Put the scones into a greased 


baking tin, and bake quickly for twenty 
minutes. Divide, and serve hot with butter. 


For Invailids. 


To prepare fish for an invalid, heat three- 
quarters of a pint of milk; when quite hot 
put in one whiting. or any white fish and 
allow it to cook for twenty minutes. When 
done, put on a hot dish. Mix one teaspoon- 
ful of cornflour into a smooth paste with a 
little milk, then add the milk in which the 
fish was boiled. Stir over the fire until it 
boils; pour sauce over the fish, and garnish 
with cut lemon and parsley. 


Queen Cakes, 


Take the weight of two eggs in sugar, 
flour and butter. Beat butter and sugar to 
a cream, then work in the yolks of two eggs 
to a cream. Sift in the flour, add one ounce 
of currants, and last of all the stiffly-whipped 
whites of two eggs. Bake in buttered tins 
in a well-heated, but. moderate, oven for 
exactly ten minutes, and the result will be 
some dainty cakes for afternoon tea. 


Tea Biscuits, 


Four ounces of flour, four ounces of coarse 
oatmeal, three ounces of lard or dripping, or 
half lard and half margarine; two ounces of 
brown sugar, two tablespoonfuls of golden 
syrup, one teaspoonful of baking powder, 
half teaspoonful of mixed spice, pinch of

salt. 

Mix the flour, oatmeal, spice, salt and 
baking powder in a basin. Put the sugar, 
fat and syrup into a pan, and stir until 
melted.

day resent? In this later case, 
especially when the present, is costly powder 
purchased at, some unknown shop, the simplest 
way to use it is to bring the box to your 
beauty specialist or a local chemist with a 
sample of the shade you usually use, and you 
will then be supplied with a second powder, 
which, when mixed with the unsuitable colour, 
will pecs your own special shade, There 
are, I believe, many people who always mix 
their own powder, and can thus adjust the 
shade to suit the particular natural shade of

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their complexion f.r any light. Since a per- 
fectly Íreah powder puff is essential to a well 
groomed complexion it is best to use cotton- 
wool, which can be readily destroyed instead 
of the most elaborate powder puff of swan’s 
down. When vanishing cream hardens, as it 
often does in the jar, a little warm water 
mixed gradually into the hard substance will 
make it quite soft and fit for use again. 


A Golden Rule. 


One golden complexion rule is that no 
matter }./ late the hour or how tired you 
feel ‘‘ make up ” should always be removed 
either with cream or soap and water before 

oing to bed. Here again cottonwool is the 
yest kind of face towel if cream is used. Very 
sarge rolls of the finest quality cottonwool can 
be bought from a chemist for a few shillings— 
and one roll will probably last a year. 

If the complexion refuses to respond to this 
careful attention it probably means that more 
fresh air, physical drill, and possibly a blood 
tonic are necessary. At all times water taken 
in glassfuls between meals is a complexion 
beautifier. And the meal time menu should 
include plenty of salads, young greens cooked, 
and fresh fruit cooked or uncooked. The 
attendant results of the fruit eating, which 


show themselves in little red spots and 
blotches, are greatly soothed by a drop of 
iodine from an iodine dropper, which can be 
bought, hand bag size, for a few pence at 
most chemists, These little blemishes have the 
name of being “' better out than in,” but all 
the same they are extremely irritating. As 
regards drinking between meals water is the 
best tonic of all, but many people have no use 
for it except in their bath. For these folk 
there is barley water, an excellent blood tonic, 
or lemon drinks made from fresh lemons. 
Simmer the rind of the lemon finely cut in 
water before adding to it the lemon juice and 
sugar. Save the empty shell of the fruit, and 
use it for rubbing on the hands, it is an ex- 
cellent whitener. Thus every bit of the fruit 
is used without one scrap of waste,

We were to have pitched 
camp that night near Gilford, but long before 
Gilford was reached, before even Dyne’s 
Bridge, the grating of stones upon 
the boat’s keel announced a snag. A ford 
blocked the way too shallow in fair weather, 
in flood too swift for boat to encompass. Our 
questioning of local folk obtained the informa- 
tion that even if we lifted our vessel over 
that ford, we should be confronted with more 
and yet more, and our shallows would be 
varied with weirs whenever we happened in 
the néighbourhood of a factory. It was the 
end of our dream. A drizzle of rain wept 
its demise. 


THE IDEAL HOLIDAY. 


Clearly I gathered that we could not admit 
defeat and incur the ribald sympathy -of 
friends. We decided to make the best of a 
bad job, and I selected my camping site. It 
was a veritable tyro’s site; a level spot, with 
gentle decliyity to the stream. A troop of 
watering cattle expressed resentful surprise 
at the obstacle in their way. here was 
nothing for it but a kind of moonlight 
fitting. Everything was btndled into the 
boat, and we tried again upon the further 
Fortune had done its worst for that 
Wearied by our exertions, we 
tumbled into the sleeping bags, the spaniel 
coiled happily at our feet, and we did not 
realise what the first night of sleeping on 
the ground can do to hip and flank until 
the morning broke upon our stiffness. 

A friendly farmhouse provided eggs and 
milk, and the pump of the lock on the 
Newry Canal offered fresh water. Our 
luck, it seemed, had turned. We remained 
about ten days on that site, and with the 
days increased our conviction that the ideal 
holiday had been discovered. Our tent doer 
looked west upon the evening stillness of the 
water and tender sunsets; light seemed never 
quite to fail; the rising sun, percolating 
upon our faces as we Ay awakened us 
betimes. The river water, soft and warm 
as wool, served’ us to wash in, and was 
kinder to our skin than the treasures of a 
hundred beauty parlours. The bank walk 
was a Spaniel’s paradise; for from every tuft 
of beetling rushes could be flushed the coot, 
while further inland a warren teemed with 
rabbits. The sonnd of bells from the churches 
of Portadown came magically clear, and iis 
clocks told the hours like prayers in our 
solitude. One day we could leave our boat 
ami walk between the grounds of stately 
mansions to Gilford, where were good shops 
and grateful beer; or take a motor omnibus 
ride through the undulating cougtry-side to 
Banbridge, wondering a little at the manner 
in which the factories placed near river-side 
villages had wrought a prosperity and a 
happiness which was written on the faces of 
tle folk and the walls and gardens of their 
neat abodes. The only uncivilised things 
about were the village dogs who used our 
cocker roughly and caused. him to 2 .2°rs 
into our faces with reproachful brown eves 
after we had extracted him from balls of fur 
anc fury. 

It was on expeditions such as these that 
we did what we might have done at first 
and spared ourselves some heart-burn— 
namely. enquire from the police about the 
navigability of the river. No one could have 
been more helpful or been more anxious for 
ou: holiday happiness than the police of the 
river-side towns of Down. ‘They knew the 
streams for trout and the best means to tackle 
the lordly pike, and were unstinted ir advice 

On other days we made long journeys in 
our boat, working down to the junction ol 
Bann, Newry Canal and Cusher, and then up 
the Cusher, where we had to be careful not 
to disturb the lines marked by bobbin 
corks that had been set for pike, an 
occasionally to be wary of the heads of 
urchins from Portadown, who had come to 
seek the cool of the water. Always in our 
water expeditions there was a moment when 
the cocker could control his emotions no 
longer, but must leap from the boat in 
pursuit of the ieitiios duck. One trial of 
the canal was sufficient. The banks are 
peculiarly infested with rats that make havoc 
with chicken and duckling, but our grievance 
was that the water was so full of weed that 
to row was a dismally «irksome business, and 
unrelieved by any picturesqueness on the 
banks. We met a motor cruiser that had 
come from Man finishing the last lap of its 
journey to the Bann ignominiously behind a 
horse and tow-line, because of the havoc 
these weeds might make with its propeller.

HE modern method of marking birds—1n 
fs America ea! bird  banding—by 

attaching a light metal ring to one foot 

was first systematically practised on the Duke 
of Northumberiand’s estate in the North of 
England in 1890, when ng woodcocks were 
marked in this way, Short y afterwards the 
method was developed in mark, and 
during the first quarter of the present century 
bird marking has been developed successfully 
in a number of European countries, and in 
the United States and Canada. In Ireland. 
woodcocks were first marked with rings at 
Baronscourt, Co. Tyrone, close on thirty-five 
years ago. A few years later some birds of 
the same species were marked in Co. Sligo. 
and during the late Lord Ardilaun’s time 
woodcocks were ringed at Cong, Co. Galway. 
In the years 1910 to 1913 the late Mr. R. M. 
Rarrington ringed a number of young 
cormorants and shags on the Saltee Islands, 
off the coast of Wexford, but, generally 
speaking, very little bird-marking has heen 
done in Ireland. 
Perhaps, the best known of these bird- 
marking schemes in Europe is that conducted 
by Mr. H. F. Witherby, of London, under 
whose organisation well over a quarter of a 
million birds of various species have been 
ringed since the inauguration of this scheme 
in 1909. The rings used are of aluminium, 
each bearing a registered number and Mr. 
Witherbv’s address, to whom the ring, and. 
if possible, the foot to which it is attached 
should be sent with all particulars if the 
bird is recovered, when by imeans of the 
registered number details of the date and 
place where the bird was ringed can be turned 
up 


MIGRATS)RY BIRDS. 
Information of scientific and general interest 
is being obtained in this way. In, the first 
place proof is forthcoming of the long 
distances covered by. migratory birds. Under 
this head may be c.ted the recovery of a 
swallow in Natal, South Africa, which had 
been ringed in England, and another which 
was ringed in Scotland and recovered in the 
(range Free State. A lapwing ‘inged in the 
English Lake district was shot in Newfounde 
land In addition to this instance of the 
crossing of the Atlantic, the recovery has 
been made cn the American side of Kittiwake 
gulls marked in England. and black-headed 
gulls marked in Germany. In the reverse 
direction a common tern, ringed on the Hast 
coast of the United States, was recovered on 
the West coast of Africa. 

The majority of birds are marked as nest- 
lings, and their recovery in a number of 
cases throws light on the duration of life of 
different species. Among such instances are : 
A blackbird, found to have lived about 10 
years; a swallow, 9 years; a buzzard, over 
15 years; a heron, 153 yeurs; a mallard, 10 
years; a cormorant, 10; years—this was a 
bird from the Saltee Islands—a lapwing, over 
11; years; black headed gull, 123 years; 
comm: mn gull, 11 years; herring gull, 13 years, 
and a coot, a little over 9 years. 

By ringing both birds of a pair during the 

breeding season an attempt can be was. á to 
solve the problem whether all birds pair 
for life. On the island of Skokholm, off the 
Pembrokeshire coast, Mr. R. M. Lockley 
has found, in more than one instance, the 
same pair of Manx shea: waters returning to 
the nesting burrow occupied in the previous 
year after an interval of wandering over the 
ocean in flocks. 
A few years ago Mr. J. F. Burkitt, of 
Enniskillen, by ringing robins so that he was 
able to distinguish each individual separately 
in the field, added many new and interesting 
facts to our knowledge of the life history and 
territonn)] habits of this species. 


RECOVERIES IN IRELAND. 

Although very little bird. marking has been 

done in Ireland, quite a number of recoveries 
have been made here of birds marked in 
Great Britain and abroad. Up to the end of 
1931 close on forty different species of these 
marked birds have been recovered in Ireland. 
With one or two exceptions the recoveries 
have been made in the autumn and. winter 
months, thus substantiating information ob- 
tained previously from’ observations in the 
field that there is an influx of bird visitors 
into Treland for the winter period. 
The lapwing furnishes the largest number 
of recoveries of any one species, over one 
hundred and forty individuals having been 
recovered in Ireland from 1911 up to the end 
of 1931. To refer to the song thrush—a 
species that is not shot for food, like the 
lapwing—there are thirty-five recoveries re- 
corded of birds ringed in Great Britain. 

The following instances are on record of 
birds marked abroad and recovered in Ire- 
land:—A blackbird from Jutland, recovered 
in Fermanagh; a chaffinch from Holland, 
caught at Drogheda; a curlew from 8. W. 
Finland and three from the Swedish island 
of Oland recovered in different parts of 
Ireland; a coot from N. Denmark, recovered 
in County Monaghan. Among the ducks 
marked abroad and shot in [Ireland are 
gadwell, pintail, scaup, teal and wigeon, 
ringed at Husavik, in Iceland; pintail and 
tufted duck, from W. Denmark, and 
teal from there and from Holland, 
from where a wigeon also came. A 
common gul! came from Denmark, three 
starlings from Russia, and one each from 
Finland, Holland and Heligoland,. A wood- 
cock also came from Heligoland—where it was 
caught and ringed on migration—and four 
from Sweden Over thirty marked woodcocks, 
recovered in various parts of Ireland, were 
found to have been ringed in Scotland and the 
North of England. 

A golden plover came from Denmark, this 
being a bird of the Southern race which is 
resident in the British Isles. But eight 
golden plovers from Iceland,- where thev were 
ringed, were of the Northern race, distinct in 
summer plumage, but indistinguishable from 
our native race in winter plumage. Finally, 
mention may be made of two Faroé snipe—a 
sub-species of our common snipe—also from 
Iceland.

CRITICISM. 


B the management for the Post Office 


is the demand which Viscount Wolmer 
sets forth in his book, “ Post Wifice 
Reform,’’ published to-day by [vor Nicholson 
It is needed, he 
claims, to’ banish the ''exiravagance and 
inefficiency’ of administr:tion, which for 
years has resulted in “ colossal waste of public 
money.” 
The case which Lord Wolmer makes, and 
has already presented before the Bridgeman 
Committee, “depends upon a recognition of 
the fact ‘hat the Post Uffice is two distinct 
things—-a great ‘iovernment department and 
one of th» largest commercial enterprises in 
this country. 

“The contention of this book is that 1ts 
commercial efficiency is not what it ought to 
be, and that failure in this respect has caused 
unnecessary hardship to the great staff em- 
ployed. serious injury to commerce, and heavy 
financial Joss to the Exchequer.” 

To give one instance of the vast figures 
which Lord Wolmer alleges to be involved, he 
says: ‘It is probable that the greater part 
of the £50,000,000 we have fost on the tele- 
graphs since {870 need never have dribbled 
out of the taxpayers’ pockets if the principles 
of business management had been applied.’’ 


THE SHEET-ANCHOR. 
The mail service he describes as “now not 
ogly the sheet-anchor of Post Office solvency, 
but also, and primarily the great milch cow 
of the Treasury. 
“What escapes the notice of those who 
imagine that the mails branch is in no need 
of reform is that the mail surplus (last year's 
profit was £10,826,000) is really more in the 
nature of a tax than a profit. 
““QOn an average it costs about 3d. to dis- 
tribute every letter, and the State charges 
the public 1jd. for doing,so. If it were not 
for the demands of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’ we could have restored penny 
postage years ago, but the Id. postage is 
maintained in order to assist the Chancellor 
to halance his Budget. 

‘In fact, therefore, 1t constitutes a $d. tax 
on letters. yielding about £6,000,000, and is 
much more comparable to the petrol duty or 
the beer duty than to any profits legitimately 
made .”’ 

Describing what he regards as an inde- 
fensible method of sorting, in which parcels 
are throwa on te endless bands radiating in 
different directions, he says: “ The sorters 
are very good shots, and would speedily ruin 
the proprietor of any cocoanut shy,eso most 
of the parcels get to their destination all 
right; but since I have seen this bombard- 
ment in operation I have never advised any- 
one to send eggs by post.” 


TELEPHONES. 


Turning to telephones, Lord Wolmer holds 
that there is something radically wrong with 
of telephone density amorg the telephone- 
using countries of the oak 
“The position of the telegraphs is now 
truly a sad one. Every month, with unfailing 
regularity, shows a diminution of traffic as 
compared with the same month of the 
previous year, 
“The dismal failure of the Post Cffice to 
produce a loyal and contented staff in a 
great Government service is just as much 
evidence of mismanagement as «ur telephone 
inferiority and antiquated postal arrange- 


ments.’’ 

In a chapter on “The Cause,” Lord 
Wolmer says: “‘The Post Office is in all 
things completely under the thumb of the 
Treasury. . . . The enterprise stands crippled 
and helpless.” 

The root cause of the “unfortunate 
antagonism or lack of co-operation between 
the Post Office and the public,” he goes on. 
“can be summarised by saying that Post 
Office officials too often approaca the public 
with the mentality of the tax-gatherer rather 
than with that of the salesman." 

He considers Parliamentary control to be 
the root of all inefficiency in the Post Office. 
In a reference to the awaited firdings by 
Lord Bridgemat's Committee, Lord W. mer 
says: “It is to he hoped they will not pro- 
duce tinkering expedients to deal with evils 
that are deep-seated.”’ 


RECOMMENDATIONS.

India’s Response. 

India has not been slow to express her- 
self volubly on the subject of the British 
Government’s communal award, which was 
made public on Wednesday morning. ‘As 
we feared, protest heavily outweighs 
approbation. The most violent attack yet 
launched has come from Mr. Vallabhai 
Patel, who can see nothing in the award 
except a manifestation of the policy of 
divide etimpera, It has been ‘‘ deliberately 
designed,’’ he said yesterday, “ to enable 
the British Government to continue its 
hold in India as long as it can by further 
dividing communities and classes into 
watertight compartments and setting them 
up against one another.” Thus Mr. Patel 
relieves. his feelings because the pre- 
posterous Hindu claim tor mixed electo- 
rates has received no recognition. It is just 


misinterpreted the Cabinet’s motiyes’; “but, 
to convince Mr. Patel that hé is wrong, 
Britain now must give India her inde- 
pendence, with full control of all services. 
Such arguments require so answer here— 
unhappily, they will require refutation in 
certain parts of India—but a more serious 
criticism is to be found in the dissatisfac- 
tion of the minorities. 

The Punjab is an outstanding case. 
There the “ grave disappointment ” of the 
Moslems with an award which deprives 
them “ of their right to a clear and work- 
able majority” will receive expression 
to-day in a public protest. “The British 
Government, trained in the school of de 
Montfort, Pym, Hampden and Gladstone. 
was piously anxious that the Moslems 
should not rule the Punjab with a noble 
disregard of the Hindu minority. Thus it 
has whittled down their demand for a 
‘statutory majority’’ to a mild pre- 
when the good-will of the 
other conimunities must be cultivated 
carefully. If the positions had been 
reversed, the arrangement \ould have been 
well enough ; the mistake lay in a failure 
to remember that the Punjabi Moslems 
are what the Hindus are not—a ruling 
race. Happily, the superiority complex 
of the Moslems has prcmpted them to 
take their disappointment better than the 
Hindus elsewhere have taken the frustra- 
tion of their wilder hopes; for, at a meet- 
ing yesterday, over which Nawab Zulfikar 
Ali Khan presided, they re-affirmed their 
determination tojmaintain law and order, 
Sikh irritation, on the other hand, is being 
inflamed by the Hindus. and a fear exists 
lest these virile people make common 
cause with the Hindu Swarajists in a 
boycott of the award. Excitement is high, 
and for a moment the caste-less Sikhs 
have forgotten that they have no affinity 
with the followers of a Brahmin-ruled 
Congress Party. 

Liberal opinion is inclined to sit on the 
fence. Sir Ta Bahadur Sapru refuses 
either to condemn or to approve the award. 
“ The real test of British statesmanship,”’ 
he said, “will be whether the present 
Government and Parliament are prepared 
to give India real self-government in the 
provinces and the centre.’’ At this point 
Sir Taj Bahadur Sapru is disposed “' to 
wait and see ” ; yet, in spite of all these 
protests and faint praise which damns, the 
Indian situation is not without prospect. 
The Earl of Willingdon’s resolute ad- 


ponderance, 


for the time being, at least—to a virtual 
impotence; moreover, the criticisms of 
irritated communities lose much of their 
force when it is remembered that the 
existence of the award is due only to their 
own pig-headedness and inability to do 
better for themselves. Indeed, the chance 
to repair this failure still is left to them 
until the new Government of India Bill is 
drafted and becomes law ; for Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald has promised that any agreed 
recommendation by the communities con- 
cerned shall - be recommended to Parlia- 
ment for incorporation in the measure. 
That the British Government was rash to 
attempt a solution may not be doubted, 
but we must hope that its temerarious 
effort will not injure its prestige. 
The National Government already has 


performed prodigies of good work at home 


and abroad, and at present there is no 
tolerable alternative to it. India, ad- 
mittedly, is a spectacular and dangerous 
arena for experiment, but the Govern- 
ment’s success elsewhere must be weighed 
in the balance against any mishaps in

In Upper Air. 


Yesterday two gallant ‘attempts were 
made upon the air. One was eminently 
successful ; of the other we hope that to- 
morrow we shall furnish a like report. 
Mr. Mollison, whom a host of good wishes 
accompanied from Portmarnock Strand, 1 
daring a solitary flight across the Atlantic, 
and back again, in a tiny aeroplane. Ii 
he succeeds, he will have crowned his 
catalogue of “ records ” with a truly won- 
derful achievement. Professor Piccard’s 
exploit was hardly less hazardous, though 
the hazards were of a different kind. The 
aeroplane, in trans-Atlantic flight, faces 
familiar perils, but those of the upper air 
are still largely uncharted. They in- 
clude a highly rarefied atmosphere, in- 
tense cold and the balloonist’s uncertain 
control of his vehicle. Professor Piccard's 
air-tight gondola, with its supplies of 
oxygen, enabled him to defy the breath- 
less stratosphere, but it did not exclude 
the cold; and his ‘balloon was at the 
mercy of the winds. Last year, after he 
had reached the hitherto unscaled height 
of nine and three-quarter miles, he was 
forced to make a precarious descent on 
the side of an Austrian Alp. Yesterday 
he was more fortunate. The ascent was 
made in splendid weather, and “through 
most of its flight the balloon was seen 
by thousands of earthbound spectators. 
Moreover, wireless _ telégraphy kept’ the 
Professor in touch with terra firma, and 
‘conveyed his plaintive’ message that, for 
all his oxygen and aluminium, he was 
a-cold. Bor a time there was a risk that 
he might come down in'the Adriatic, but 
he made a happy landing at Desenzano— 
hear ‘‘ sweet Catullus’ ali-but -islan 
having beaten his own ‘ record '” with a 
tremendous ascent of more than ten miles: 
That feat; no doubt; will leave Professor 
Piccard unmoved. He had assaulted the 
empyrean in search of the mysteries of the 
cosmic rays, and his chief concern “is “for 
the fulness and nicety of his observations: 
Mr. Mollison’s different purpose is adver- 
tisement of the British aeroplane,: bat the 
elderly man of science and the “young 
aviator are united in—

Statues. . ‘ 


Paris is discharging a belated duty 
to her public statues—in a word, she 
is washing them. Over, apparently, 
quite a long period. of time they 
have accumulated a ccating.of dust, 
which, however merciful it may appear to 
the art schools, offends the sense of comme 
i. faut of the city fathers. The’ dust; 
therefore, is being removed. Not every- 
body is pleased about it. The accumula- 
tion of dust on some of the figures in the 
Place de la Concorde and elsewhere 
‘may be regarded as a blessing by 
prudish visitors; for the Parisian con- 
science is less particular that its 
statues shall be garbed respectably than 
is the conscience of these islands. We 
feel that there can be two opinions on the 
subject. Public monuments, blackened by 
grime and dust, are an unlovely sight ; the 
only question is whether they will be even 
less lovely when exposed to the beams of 
garish day. There are statues in Dublin— 
alas, how many !—whose ‘blackness has 
given them a kind. inconspicuousness. 
Swept and garnished, restored to pristine 
cleanliness with all the «tricks of the 
sculptural toilette, how would they: stand 
the test ?

N the course of a letter to the Trish 
Times, Major H. H. P. Deasy, 
of Cnoc na Faire, -Carrigahorig, Birr, 
draws attention to certain suggestions 
which he made to the secretary of 
the Great Southern Railways Company on 
8th August.

PRICES 
MOST DEPRESSING FOR 
40 YEARS.

From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


ITH fat cattle supplies increased by 
300 head to a total of 2,200, yester- 
day's Dublin market was “‘ one of the most 
depressing we have had for over forty 
years, while prices were definitely below 
pre-War level,’’ to quote the words of one 
of the leading live-stock salesmen. As 
ers with last week, prices showed a 
further drop of 2s. to ós. per ewt. (live 
weight) on 12 cwt. bullocks, with best 
lots changing hands at about 30s. per cwt. 
Nice, handy weights realised from 31s. to 
34s. per ewt., with choice lots up to 35s., 
but extra lots of this type were scarce. 
As a matter of fact, cattle are not being 


sidering the excellence of the season. This 
may be due to the fact that feeders who 
want money to carry on their business are 
sending only secondary animals to market 
in the hope that the tariff will be lifted 
within a month, and that finished stock 
can then be sold at a profit. 


SOLD AT A LOSS. 


At present prices cattle are being sold 
at a loss. At yesterday’s market beasts 
whtich cost £16°10s. per head last October 
were sold at the same price, after having 
been fed for ten months, plus freight to 
Dublin. This is typical of other cases in 
which sales were effected because it was 
feared that matters might easily become 
worse before they improve. In conversa- 
tion with buyers and sellers yesterday, it 
would seem that shippers were in very bad 
form, not merely because of the handicap 
occasioned by the tariff in Great Britain, 
but also because of the Lancashire cotton 
trade stoppage, with the consequent reduc- 
tion in the purchasing power of the 
workers; and, lastly, the very warm 
weather. 

Apart from the tariff, the last two 
features in the trade situation would have 
been sufficient to cause a depression yester- 
day, but the effect of all three together was 
simply overwhelming. There was-no trade 
whatever for the half-finished article, and 
the fact that there are more than enough 
cattle available on the other side of the 
Irish Sea for actual requirements caused 
shippers to be unusually cautious. Though 
the volume of trade in this respect was 
| small as compared: with a normal market, 
it is evident that sellers are becoming. re- 
conciled to the lower range of prices in 
operation. 

There were over a thousand fewer sheep 
and lambs, but the only demand ex- 
perienced was for good conditioned lambs. 
These made from 16s. to 2ls..each. In 
exceptional cases a few shillings more was 
obtained. Both in England and Ireland 
the public are now demanding small joints 
and cutlets, and these can best be supplied 
in the form of lamb, which is unusually 
plentiful.and cheap. Butchers, who in 
the ordinary course buy old ewes, are now 
buying lambs, and there is consequently 
little or no demand for hig sheep.

PROFESSOR PICCARD’S 
‘BALLOON JOURNEY. 


From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
MILAN, Thursday. 


EIGHTS never before attained by man 
were reached by Professor Piccard 


to-day in his second adventurous journey 
into the unexplored regions of the upper 
air, in the course of which he reached a 
‘height of 16,700 metres (nearly 10} miles 


sent out in as good condition as usual, con- | up) 


Taking off at five minutes past five this 
morning from Dubendorf Aerodrome. 
near Zurich, in Switzerland, he 
landed safely just twelve hours later 
in the middle of a wheat field, five kilo- 
metres from Volta Mantovana, which i* 
about 25 kilometres from Desenzano, near 
Lake Garda. 3 

During his flight to-day he succeeded in 
beating by a thousand metres his previous 
height “record” of 15,781 metres 
(roughly 93 miles). The balloon was 
slightly damaged, but the two intrepid 
scientists, The professor and his assistant, 
M. Max Cosyns, were unharmed. So great 
was the change, however, from the bitter 
cold, far below zero, of the upper 
atmosphere to the sweltering heat of the 
Italian summer that they almost fainted 
when they stepped from the gondola. 

“ I am very satisfied with my flight and 
with its results,” said the professor. ‘‘ I 
have made a number of observations 
which, I hope, will prove of great value.”’ 
He added that he was going immediately 
to Desenzano, and he hoped later to be 
able to make a statement as to the 
scientific results of his flight. The most 
favourable atmospheric conditions and 
glorious weather prevailed during the 
flight. | 
he balloon was under observation for 
virtually all the time that it was in the 
air, and aeroplanes and cars endeavoured, 
though unsuccessfully, to keep paee with 
it. 

Having reached the height he aimed at, 
in order to make his observations into the 
effects of the cosmic rays, the professor 
sent a wireless message that he was about 
to descend in order to avoid falling into 
the Adriatic. His southward drift carried 
him over Lake Garda, where he was first 
sighted at 1 p.m. At.2.30 p.m. the balloon 
was clearly visible about 3,000 feet above 
Riva, the town at the head of the lake. 

The balloon cruised for four hours over 
the lake district, as if seeking a landing 
place, and at 4 p.m. it was over Desenzano, 
at the extreme south of the lake. A fast 
Italian military seaplane at once went up 
to meet it, and followed it until it landed 


at 5.10 p.m., 25 kilometres from Desen- | 


zano. 

During: his. journey, while Europe 
sweltered in a great heat wave, Professor 
Piccard wirelessed from his balloon, com- 
plaining of the extreme cold of the strato- 
sphere.

Their action 
was bringing about a feeling that was. very 
regrettable. Jt might be that the eniployers 
were trying to break the morale of the 
strikers, but their action was having the 
opposite effect.

ARISING OUT OF COTTON 
DISPUTE. 


Foliowing . scenes on Wednesday night 
arising out of the cotton dispute, Charles 
White, Henry White, Horace Edmondson, 
Albert Valentime, Ernest Mason, John 
Cougilan, George Crummett, Cyril Haynes, 
Smith Waterworth, and Albert Rowland 
Miller, were charged at Burnley yesterday 
with obstructing and assaulting the police 
and with disorderly behaviour. 

The cases against C. White, H. White 
and H. Edmondson, in connection with an 
incident in Colne road, were taken first. 

It was alleged that, while moving the 
crowd on, Police Constable Harrison put. his 
hand on the shoulder of a woman carrying a 
baby, and there was an immediate rush by 
three men, in which the police were 
assaulted. 

The defence was that the rush was made 
under the impression that the woman was 
being ill-treated. 

The case lasted three and a half hours, and, 

after an adjournment of nearly an hour, the 
magistrates dismissed the charges. 
_In announcing the decision, Mr. G. Hale, 
Chairman of the Magistrates, who is a 
prominent local trade unionist, said that 
thev were of the opinion that the police were 
perfectly justified in bringing the cases before 
‘the Court. 

‘ Disturbances like these,” he continued, 
“are no credit to the borough, and the 
magistrates hope that there will be a 
cessation of this form of hostility, and that. 
in future, matters affecting this dispute will 
be Jeft to the bodies concerned. 

“I hope, in future, that there will be a 
little more discretion used on both sides, and 
that there will be no more charges in this 
Court than those that have already been 
brought..”’ 

Albert Rowland Miller, 24, a weaver, was 
fined 5s. for disorderly behaviour in Bren- 
nand street; Albert Valentine, 26, was fined 
10s. for disorderly behaviour in Cog lane. 
and 20s. for assaulting P.C. Gleeson, of 
the Manchester City police. 

The charges against the other defendants 
were adjourned.

Mr. Ian Macintyre, formerly M.P. for 
West Edinburgh, was committed for trial 
to-day on a charge of inciting his daughter, 
Mrs. Bonfield, to commit a felony. He 
was granted bail. 

Mrs. Bonfield was acquitted of the 
charge of kidnapping ade against her, 
the magistrate holding that in the divorce 
case no order was obtained that the 
children were not to be removed from the 
jurisdiction af the Court, and also there 
was no evidence that the order of the 
Divorce Court regarding the temporary 
custody of the children was brought to 
their notice, and, therefore, he believed 
that she was unaware that she was acting 
in contravention of the erder. He also 
found that the mother was still the lawful 
guardian of her children, unless deprived 
“to her knowledge,” and with such 
guardianship could not, therefore, commit 
kidnapping. 

Regarding Mr. Macintyre, the magis- 
trate stated that he was satisfied that, 
with his knowledge of the full circum- 
stances as a lawyer, he must be aware of 
the implications, but, nevertheless, his 
actions indicated that he was the chief 
instigator. 

Counsel for the prosecution applied for 
a case to be stated to the Supreme Court 
regarding the acquittal of Mrs. Bonfield. 

Mrs. Bonfield burst into tears when the 
finding of the Court was read out. 

It was alleged that, with the aid of her 
father, Mrs. Bonfield seized her children 
and left with them for England, although 
the Court had given them temporarily into 
the custody of Mr. Bonfield after he had 
divorced his wife. Mrs... Bonfield was 
detained at Aden and brought back to 
Nairobi.

OBABLY half of the grazing land in 

Meath, Westmeath and North Kildare 
is let on the eleven months’ system, and 
when the current letting has expired the 
indications are that these grazings will be 
allowed to lie idle next season. 

The men who buy store cattle from small 
farmers in various parts of the country, 
and fatten these animals on the rich graz- 
ing lands of Leinster, ate now working at 
a loss, beeause of the conditions affecting 
the export trade. — First amongst these 
comes. the British tariff of 20 per cent. im- 
posed for the purpose of collecting a sum 
equivalent to the land annuities not paid 
over to the British Government. 

The claim of the Free State Government 
to retain these annuities has been fe- 
inforced by the refusal of cattle traders 
to market their stock as usual. This has 
resulted in a great shrinkage of trade at 
Free State fairs, while offerings at the 
Dublin Cattle Market are not half what 
they would be normally at this time of 
the year. | 

This state of affairs is due to a desire on 
the part-of farmers not to sell their stock 
at a loss of 20 per cent. on their estimated 
value. In their offers, exporters make 
allowance for the 20 per cent. duty which 
must be paid before Free State stock can 
be landed in Great Britain or Northern 
Ireland ; and buyers for the home market 
take advantage of this by getting the stock 
as cheaply as possible. 

In other words, values at home are 
governed by export prices. At yesterday s 
Dublin Cattle Market, for example, the 
tariff, combined. with a bad trade in Great 
Britain, caused a further drop of £1 per 
head in the value of cattle, and the general 
outlook was regarded with grave mis- 
givings. 


EATING INTO CAPITAL, 


Out in the country stock raisers and 
feeders are uneasy about the future. The 
men who trade in a big way, and are 
largely relied upon to buy stock from the 
small farmers at provincial fairs, have had 
their business brought to a standstill. 

They cannot sell their present stock to 
advantage, but with-grass gradually going 
off in quality, they will be compelled to 
clear their lands, even at a substantial 
loss, within the next month, unless there 
is a'settlement of the matter in dispute 
between the two Governments. Meanwhile 
these men, like many farmers, are eating 
into their capital, or working on overdrafts 
which will net be renewed. 

A fall in ‘prices, with freedom of trade, 
would, it is i. be better than the present 
state of stagnation and uncertainty. It is 
now recognised that some decline in prices 
was inevitable, but if this had not been 
accompanied by a virtual stoppage of trade 
it might havé been accepted with more 
equanimity. 

At Ashbourne, Co. ‘Meath, the other 
night, Mr. M. O'Reilly, a Fianna Fail 
deputy, declared that.it was not the inten- 
tion of the Government to injure those 
engaged in the cattle trade, or to put them 
in such a position that they would lose 
their hold on the British market. In 
order to hold the British or any other 
market, he said, they must improve the 
quality of their stock and lower the cost 
of production. 


WANT TARIFF WAR ENDED. 


This declaration of Government policy 
was not regarded with general satisfaction, 
and a resolution was adopted calling on 
the Government to take steps to end the 
present tariff war. The majority of those 
present at the meeting said they did not 
want relief, , 

Cattle bought last April and May are 
now being sold under cost, while those 
bought in October last are stated to have 
cost their owners, in many cases, a loss of 
£8 per head. How are running expenses, 
rents, rates and taxes to be met in cases 
Men working on loans cannot 
repay them, and cannot re-stock the land 
once it is cleared. 

Having no money to buy stock, these 
men, it is said, will be driven into tillage, 
because the initial outlay will be demailer 
than in the case of live-stock. Experience 
shows that tillage alone will not bring 
prosperity to’ the farmer. Farmyard 
manure is essential for heavy crops, and 
this can only be made available if tillage 
is carried on in conjunction with stall: 
feeding. 

No doubt, a large quantity of home- 
grown cereals could in various 
forms for human consumption, but some 
arrangement should also be made to have 
a proportion used for stock-feeding, in 
which case, of course, the cost of produc- 
tion and the price of beef and mutton 
would decide whether it was worth while. 


TILLAGE PLUS STALI- 
FEEDING, 


North Kildare farmers will not, it is 
stated, hesitate to go in for more tillage if 
the live-stock trade is shown to have a 
future. In the opinion of many in that 
part of the country, it could be worked in 
conjunction with stall-feeding, but success 
in this direction would, of course, be 
governed by the price, and farmers, with 
already empty pockets, want some 
guarantees.

IMPORTANT STEP BY 
THE ARGENTINE.

BUENOS AIRES, Thursday. 


In view of the many millions of 
British capital invested by British share- 
holders in the great railway systems of 
the Argentine, great relief will be felt in 
financial circles in Britain at the sub- 
mission to Congress by the Argentine 
Government of a bill for the regulation 
of road transport in the Argentine, which 


the railways in recent years. 

Railway circles here are very gratified 
by the terms of thé bill, of which it 
would be difficult to minimise the im- 
portance. It follows the broad lines of 
the report on road and rail transport 
issued in London yesterday, but its pro- 
posals are of far niore drastic character. 

The bill nationalises all concessions 
for road transport services, which In 
future will only be permitted after proof 
that they are necessary, and that they 
avoid ruinous competition with, and 
duplication of, rail services The 
Director-General of the railways will fix 
rates and routes, and also regulate the 
speed of the road services. The road 
transport concessionaires will be com- 
pelled to place their employés .on the 
same basis as railway workers. The 
Road Fund, raised from the taxation of 
road vehicles, will be used primarily for 
the purpose of building roads converging 
on railway stations or ports. 

The utmost importance is attached to 
the measure in railway circles, in view of 
the heavy losses which have been suffered 
by the railways from road competition. In 
spite of the millions which have been 
invested in the electrification of the 
suburban lines, traffic on the railways has 
declined at an alarming rate. In some 
cases the returns thig,year have shown a 
monthly ‘decline of ten per cent. compared 
with the figures for corresponding months 
in the previous year, The fall in the 
number of passengers carried is chiefly due 
to the low fares oí the "buses attraeting 
traffic from the railways in ever-increasing 
numbers. 

Thé railways have already ‘devoted a 
great deal of study -to the question of 
ching road competition, and have 
brought-over.a number of experts to advise 
them, but it is now realised that the diff- 
culty can only be solved by Government 
co-operation, which the measure before 
Congress provides.

HEAT-WAVE DEATHS 
GERMANY. 


From Reuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
sCOLOGNE, Thursday. 


The heat-wave has resulted in far more 
deaths in West Germany during the past 
few days than has the political violence 
during the past two years. 

The heaviest casualty list is among 
the bathers in the Rhine and its tribu- 
taries. Every day thousands of people 
flock to the rivers and s to escape 
the sub-tropical heat in the tepid waters. 
Large cities are reporting sometimes as 
many as five and eight deaths per day.

LORD KYESANTS | 
HOMECOMING. 


Smiling, and as though with their whole 
lives before them, Lord and Lady Kylsant, 
their car drawn by forty strong men, came 
to Coomb, their Welsh home, last night. 

Never before in West Wales have there 
been such scenes as those which formed the 
climax of the -up desire of the tenants 
of the vast estate to give a yood welcome 
home to the lord of the manor, who had been 
released f:om Wormwood Scrubs prison at 
7 o'clock yesterday morning. . 

Hour after hour, the gathering crowd of 
Welsh tenants, mingling with tourists and 
hikers, waited outside the ‘estooned main. 
ates of Lord Kylsant’s mansion: They had 
eft their work early in the day to be there 
to greet him, and between 300 and 400 raised 
a cheer, which echoed through the valley, as 
the car in which he had driven from London 
came up the sharp hill. 


TRIUMPHAL ARCH. 


‘During the night a triumphal arch of laurel 
and evergreen had been built over the gates 
by the Rev. David Williams, the Vicar of 
Lianybri, with the help of some tenants, and 
a vivid red sign bearing the inscription 
“welcome home” and tordered by laurel 
leaves. sewn to the cloth, fiutt in the 
breeze. Union Jacks were on either side 
along the gravel drive, and the flag of the 
Welsh Dragon and another hanging sigh 
formed an arch under which Lord Kylsant 
passed. 

Ne sooner had his ear reached the gateway 
than the surge of the crowd made its pro- 
gress utterly impossible; for the crowd had 
been increased by a load of trippers, who had 
been brought to the grounds by a motor "bus 
from Llanstephan. 

Lord Kylsant, hat in hand, and looking 
very happy, seemed to be taken aback by the 
warmth of the welcome. 


FORTY MEN DRAW CAR. 


Long ropes were quickly fastened to the 
front of his car, and forty men drew it at 
running pace about a quarter of a mile to 
the entrance to the mansion. A _ crowd 
followed the car. 

“It is wonderful, indeed it is,” said Lord 
Kylsant to a Press reporter, who stood on 
the footboard of the ear as it was being pulled 
along. “I have had a splendid run from 
London, but I had no idea whatever that 
there was going to be a welcome [ke this. 
It is a complete surprise to me.” 

While Lord Kylsant was speaking there was 
enthusiastic cheering by the crowd as the car 
was dragged along to his home, where there 
wae a touching reunion with his daughter, the 
Hon, Mrs. Gavin Henderson, who has been 
Lady Kylsant’s constant companion in her 
father’s absence. 


EMOTIONAL SCENES. 


When he stepped from the car Lord 
Kylsant grasped hig daughter.with both 
hands, drew her affectionately towards him, 
and kissed her on both cheeks. 

Then for the next ten mimutes he shook 
hands with many of the old seryants of the 
estate and witlr officials. 

There were scenes of emotién, and several 
of the men who had worked on the estate 
since they left school broke down and wept 
openly as they grasped his hand, saying. 
“Welcome home, my lord.’’ Women,. some 
carrying babies, curtsied to him. 

Lord Kylsant was himself obviously affected 
by the sincerity of his welcome until Lady 
Kylsant, who had stood aside watching, 
white-faced, but smiling, at last placed her 
arm on his back and ushered him into the 
house. Ags he went indoors, he half-turned 
and waved to the crowd. 

Lady Kylsant, in a voice trembling with 
emotion, said to the people’: ‘‘ He ig so very 
tired and I.am going to take him in to give 
him a cup of tea. Thank you all. I thank 
you from the bottom of my heart,” 


TENANTS ENTERTAINED. 

A few moments later, Mr. Percy Thomas, 
the agent of the estate; Mr. A. V. Key 
and the vicar escorted the tenants, who had 
mages the car to the hóuse, into a large 
yard at the back, where they were provided 
with full glasses with. which to drink Lord 
Kylsant’s health. 

There were brief speeehes which left no 
doubt about the affection Lord Kylsant’s 
tenants have for him, and rousing cheers and 
the singing of “‘ For he’s a jolly good fellow ”’ 
echoed through the long corridors of the 
Inansion. i 

It is understood that, while no immediate 
plans have been made by Lord Kylsant, there 
Is no question of his making a cruise abroad. 
It is expected that be may spend at least 
several weeks on his 600 acre estate, living 
quietly with Lady Kylsant and his daughter. 

The fact that there was to be anything in 
the nature of a spectacular reception was 
kept a closely guarded secret. At the Kylsant 
home nothing whatever was known óf it 
until about an hour before Lord Kylsant’s 
afrival, " 

The reception was spontaneous and was 
made, despite the desire on the part of Lerd 
Kylsant’s family, to let his home-coming be 
as quiet and homely as pussible.°

Death from Tetanus. 


Sequel to Wound in the 
Hand.

How a wound in the hand, caused by a 
miniature revolver, resulted in the death of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Kinnaird, of Panton street, 
Belfast, was described to the Belfast City 
Coroner (Mr. T. E. Alexander) to-day. Mrs. 
Kinnaird did not receive medical attention 
until some days later, when a doctor was 
ealled in, and she was taken to hospital. 
Returning a verdict of “* Accidental death,’’ 
the Coroner said that he was satisfied that 
death was the result of the revolver going 
off accidentally. It was a very serious ing 
to withhold information from the police, 
even more sérious to give false information. 
From the medical evidence it appeared that 
Mrs. Kinnaird, when she ivel at the hos- 
pital, said that the wound was caused by 
an air-gan pellet. The hand was dressed, and 
later it was X-rayed, and two lead pellets 
were extracted The wound had turned septic. 
On Thursday last she died from tetanas, 
vaused by the wound to the hand. 
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
